NAPLES (AP) — German 
troops, armed-With a.new “secret. 
weapon” tarik loaded with explo- 
Sives, have struck in new as- 
saults against the Anzio beach- 
head.,.and. Allied . headquarters 
said this may be a third great 
offerisive in an attempt to drive 
the invasion troops into the sea. 

The Nazis opened a heavy at- 
tack midway between Carroceto 
and Cisterna Tuesday morning, 
and this was growing stronger. 

Artifiery duels thundered, and 
front dispatches Tuesday night 
said the enemy had pounded the 
beachhead with the heaviest bom- 
bardment since the initia} land- 
ings, 

Headquarters disclosed the 
Germans had used new radio-con- 
trolled tanks, bearing 1,000-pdund 
charges and designed to blow up 
within Allied lines, in their. ) 
second major offensive against _

4,500 Japs Killed 
Or Wounded As Allies 
Rout Burma Force 


NEW DELHI (CP)—Admiraf 
Lord Louis Mountbatten 
nounced today Allied troops have 
killed or wounded 4,500 Japanese 
soldiers since Feb, 4 in routing an 
enemy force of 8,000 men which 
attempted to encircle the 5th and 
7th Indian Divisions in western 
Burma 

Mopping up of the remnants of 
the enemy force, part of which 
now is retreating southward to 
ward Akyab, is continuing suc 
cessfully, the announcement sald. 

Many small parties of Japanese 
“straggling lost through the rear 
of the 7th Indian Division area” 
are being rounded up and Tues- 
day one of these parties was sur 
rounded and offered no resist 
ance, the communique said.

EXTRA PILLOWS WILL ADD 
| TO COMFORT OF PATIENT 


By MARY BEARD 
Director, Nursing Service, 
Red Cross 

The next time you wish to-send 
a gift to a sick friend, first ask 
him which he would prefer—a 
bouquet of flowers or a nice, soft 
little pillow to tuck in just where 
he needs a bit of filling to make 
him comfortable. I'll wager he'll 
choose the pillow. 

No sick person ever has enough 
pillows of just the right size and 
softness to meet all his needs. 
And the right sumber of pillgws 
means ‘more than a mere conces- 
sion to the patient's whims, They 
are important in keeping his 
body in proper alignment so that 
his posture will not be harmed 
while his muscles are too weak 
to do their work properly 


If the patient is permitted to | 


have his head elevated on more 
than one pillow, he should have 
three pillows arranged; overlap- 
ping each other, so that there is 
1 gradual elevation ifom the 
shoulders to the head. The lower 
pillow. should be-placed under the 
shoulders to keep the chest high 
No matter in what position the 
patient lies, his back should be 
kept straight and his chest out 


HOW TO FIX PILLOWS 

To rearrange the pillows, stand 
on either side of the bed, facing 
the head. Bending at the hips, 
place one arm under the patient's 
shoulders,.supporting his head 


with -your-hand-- If heis able, he | 


may ~slip- one ‘or both arms 


around. your shoulders and help} 


f} lift h's weight.: Raise him 
slightly, remove the pillows one 
at a’ time with the free hand, 


drawing them upward or outward | 


on the far side of the bed. 
Leave a small pillow under his 
head while you shake the 
well, change if 
necessary, and lay them on.the 
far side of the bed within reach 
Then lift the patient in the same 
manner as above, and the

This means that ration coupons and other ration documents 
are no longer required by anyone to buy meat and canned salmon 
from dealers, and that hotels and restaurants and other quota 
users may obtain supplies so as to serve méat whenever desired. 

Consumers should destroy unused meat ration coupons up 
to and including coupon No. 40. All meat coupons on temporary 
ration cards should-also be destroyed. Other coupons should be 


kept. 

Ration documents 
should be surrendered by the trade in respect of all deliveries 
of meat made-prior to midnight, February 29. Those with ration 
coupon bank accounts will deposit all purchase documents.
